Town staff recommends funding state-of-the-art theatre

Town staff also recommended

school, with the DSBN also con¬ 
tributing $500,000. 

The report with the staff's rec¬ 
ommendations was released 
Thesday, following an open 
forum held on Feb. 9 where more 
than 30 people gave their input 
on both projects. 

The results of the council-in¬ 
committee meeting were not 
available before the Fort Erie 
Times went to press Tuesday 
afternoon. 

According to the report, the 
Town's contribution would be 
spread out over the course of 
three years. 

The first installment of 
$250,000 would be taken from 
the 2014 budget surplus. 

would be paid for with budget 
surplus generated over the course 
of 2015 and 2016. 

Town staff recommended 


developing a fundraising strategy 
to generate the remaining $2 mil¬ 
lion to build the theatre through 
sponorship, private and public 
grants and other sources of reve- 

In the event of a funding short¬ 
fall, the report stated that the 
Town and DSBN will "contribute 
equally to the remaining bal- 

The report also said the DSBN 
should be responsible for any 
building costs in excess of $3 mil¬ 
lion. 


The school board will own the 


all operating costs. The report 
said students will have "priority 
use of the theatre" and the DSBN 
will be responsible for theatre 
rentals and will keep rental fees to 
maintain the facility. 

The Town will be entitled to 
"utilize the theatre for Town 
events which include the inaugu¬ 
ration of council public meetings 
and award ceremonies free of 
charge." Non-profit organizations 
were expected to receive a pre¬ 


ferred rental rate.

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Formation of ice caves ‘was a testament to how cold it was’

Last year, thousands of peo¬ 
ple from across Niagara and 
western New York flocked to 
Crystal Beach over Family Day 
weekend to catch a glimpse of 
ice formations that formed 
along the shore. 

The phenomenon that cre¬ 
ated the ice caves is called ice 
shove, which is the formation of 
ice that freezes on top of water. 
As high winds come in, the ice is 
broken up and the waves pound 
the ice into shore, pushing it up 
on top of itself. 

The largest cave was nine 
metres deep, about 4.5 metres 
wide and had a head space 
about two metres high 

As word spread about 
Mother Nature's phenomenon, 
Town of Fort Erie staff closed 
roads in order to funnel large 
amounts of traffic along a desig¬ 
nated route. Staff also began 
issuing parking tickets because 
emergency vehicles had diffi¬ 
culty getting through to assist 
individuals who had been 
injured while trying to scale the 
icy summits. 

TheFortErieHreDepartment 
and police urged people to stay 
away because of cracks and 
unstable ice conditions. Due to 
concerns for pubbc safety. Town 
staff knocked down the ice 
caves, reducing them to giant 
mounds of snow. 

“I think (the formation of the

December was -1.5 °C. The 
average temperature in January 
2013 was -6.2 °C while this past 
January's average was -6.1 °C. 

“This missing ingredient— 
and I’m not an expert on the 
phenomenon—has a lot to do 
with the wind," Coulson 
explained. “The wind itself 
needs to be fairly strong and 
steady and it needs to be that 
way for 12 to 18 hours or more 

In order for ice shove to 


occur, Coulson said wind is 
vital. Although small mounds of 
ice shove have formed along 
Lake Erie near Albert Street this 
winter hasn't brought “many 
strong occurrences" of wind to 
produce the massive ice caves 
Fort Erie residents saw last year. 
“There could be some south¬ 
west winds in the forecast but it 
won’t last long enough or be 
significant to form the ice caves 
like you saw last year? 

Itis difficult to predict wheth¬ 


er or not Fort Erie will see 
another formation of ice caves 
like the ones that formed last 
year along Lake Erie. 

“It’s difficult to predict," 
Coulson said. 

But he wouldn’trule the pos¬ 
sibility out 

'We've found other winters, 
especially in the late 70s that 
jumped out and being really 
cold which led to the perfect 
conditions to allow ice caves to 
form,” Coulson said. 


“Perhaps the depth of cold 
hasn't been there. This winter 
and the previous winter were 
throwbacks to winter that we 
haven't seen much of'

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NPC plans $ 600 K railway plaza redevelopment

The Niagara Parks 
Commission is redevel¬ 
oping the lower level 
plaza at its Incline 
Railway. 

The $600,000 worth of 
improvements are intend¬ 
ed to create a more wel¬ 
coming environment for 
the thousands of visitors 
entering Niagara Parks 
each day, according to 
the commission. 

“It will continue to build 
on NPC's efforts to 
improve the overall acces¬ 
sibility of its sites and 
attractions, while enhanc¬ 
ing the overall experience 
for all those visiting 
Niagara Parks," reads a 
press release issued by 
the commission. 

Key features of the new 
plaza will include heated 
concrete paving, pathway 
and accent lighting; dec¬ 
orative fencing, seating 
and improved way find¬ 
ing signage, as well as 
enhanced landscaping 
features which will better 
connect and unify the 
plaza with Queen Victoria 
Park. 

Construction is expect¬ 
ed to be completed by 
mid-May. The incline 
railway and access to 
Table Rock will remain 
open during the redevel¬ 
opment. 

The commission said 
enhanced access and 
pedestrian movement 
into the park allows them 
to examine new program¬ 
ming options and servic- 

The new pedestrian 
space will become a 
meeting place, where 
guests can obtain infor¬ 
mation and plan their

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Don’t dump integrity commissioner: ombudsman

Ontario’s ombudsman 
says it would be a bad idea 
for Niagara Region to go 
without an integrity com¬ 
missioner. 

“We have to learn from 
history. And if you look 
back at different councils 
that have gotten into trou¬ 
ble in the past, it’s because, 
A, they didn’t have a code 
of conduct, and, B, they 
didn’t have an integrity 
commissioner,” Andre 
Marin said last Wednesday. 

“I think those two items 
are extremely important to 
prevent councillors from 
falling off track. So I would 
urge councillors to pause 
and reflect, and look at how 
other jurisdictions have 
gotten off the ethical track.” 

Marin became aware of a 
move at regional council to 
get rid of its integrity com¬ 
missioner after reading an 
online account written by 
QMI Agency Niagara. 

Niagara Falls regional 
Coun. Bob Gale gave fellow 
councillors a head’s up at a 
regional council meeting 
held two weeks ago that he 
would be presenting a 
motion to do away with the 
integrity commissioner. 
Gale said the money spent 
on an integrity commis¬ 
sioner, a figure he pegged at 
$24,000 in 2014, was a waste 
of taxpayer money. He said 
with a code of conduct in 
place regional councillors 
led by chair Alan Caslin 
could police themselves. 

Marin said that without 
an integrity commissioner, 
the Region’s code of con¬ 
duct is virtually worthless. 

"We shouldn’t let ethical 
issues depend on the indi¬ 
vidual leanings of council 
members,’’ Marin said. 
“There needs to be a code 
of conduct, and secondly it 
needs to be policed, other¬ 
wise, it’s not worth the 
paper it’s written on." 

Marin said the money 
spent on an integrity com¬ 
missioner, who is paid on a 
case-by-case basis, is 
money well spent. 

“I understand the reac¬ 
tion — especially from 


newly-elected councillors 
— is to say, 'Well, how 
much is this costing? It’s a 
waste of taxpayers money, 

“But in the long run, it’s a 
good investment of taxpay¬ 
ers money if it’s done cor- 
recdy, because it gives the 
assurance to local citizens 
that they are being properly 
served by their elected rep¬ 
resentatives.’' 

Marin's office was given 
the power to investigate 
alleged municipal govern¬ 
ment malfeasance in 
December, which has been 
cited as another reason to 
do away with an integrity 
commissioner, but Marin 
said it’s not realistic to 
expect him to be the watch¬ 
dog over all of the prov¬ 
ince’s municipalities. 

“There’s a reaction out 
there saying, ‘Well, let’s 
have the ombudsman do it 
because he’s free,' “ Marin 
said. “But there’s 444 
municipalities in Ontario. It 
would be a daunting task to 
cover all the municipalities 
in Ontario. But more impor¬ 
tantly, I think a local integ¬ 
rity commissioner with 
teeth, with consequences 
that can be levied against 
councillors who breech the 
code ... can pay dividends 
and reassure the public that 
it’s money well spent To 
me, it’s logical that it's done 


Marin said the ombuds¬ 
man’s office should be seen 
as "backup, that if the inves¬ 
tigation was done willy-nil¬ 
ly or cutting comers, then 
we can come in at this point 
and look at the conduct of 
the integrity commissioner. 

“So we’re always in the 


picture, but should we be 
the first line of contact? The 
answer is no.” 

Marin said in provincial 
affairs the ombudsman is 
the “avenue of last resort,” 
so it should be the same at 
the municipal level. 

Reached last Thursday 


and told of Marin’s belief 
the cost of an integrity com¬ 
missioner was money well 
spent, Gale was unswayed. 

"He can say that all he 
wants," Gale said. "I won’t 
accept that. If we can do it 
for free and use him, we’ll 
use him. But that will be up 


to council after I make the 
motion and we debate it 
But as long as he can do it 
and I’m saving taxpayers 
money.... I still feel that we 
don’t need it and I think it’s 
a waste of taxpayers money 
for this."

“It’s often a scary time for the 
patient and family," said Dr. Mike 
Christian, chief safety officer at the 
Niagara Health System. “It’s also a 
high-risk time in terms of a transi- 

Now, a newly-created Critical 
Care Response team of a dedicated 

therapist and ICU physician can 
follow the patient for at least two 
days after they leave the ICU. 

“It's the same doctors and nurses 
that also work in the ICU, so it 
really builds a continuity of care,” 
said Christian who is acting as the 
team’s medical director and spoke 
in an interview. 

“They can help the nurses in the 
ward better understand how that 
patient is,” he said. 

The provincial government, 
through the Hamilton Niagara 
Haldimand Brant Local Health 
Integration Network, is providing 
the NHS with more than $1 million 
annually make the system happen. 
It was officially announced at a 
Friday media event at the St. 
Catharines Hospital. 

The NHS says the teams else¬ 
where have shown to improve 
patient outcomes and prevent 
death by identifying vulnerable 
and possibly physically declining 
patients in the hospital.

• Fetal bovine serum (liquid part 
of blood from a calf fetus - less 
than one part per million) 

• Sugars 

• Albumin (human blood serum) 

• Neomycin (Antibiotic; helps 
keep stray germs from growing) 

• Gelatin (used as a stabilizer)
